In my last letter, before closing, I re- 
ferred to the irrigating system of this 
valley. Since then I haye been to San 
Barnardino and drove from there across 
the ** Artician Belt” up to the foothills 
of the San Barnardino range of moun- 
tains. I have also been to Los Angeles, 
(0 miles away, to-wards the coast, tak- 
ing in on the way such places as Hed- 
lands, Pascedence, Ontario and other 
towns. Both trips cave mea somewhat 
extended view of their systems of water 
supply. It is a common saying here 
that ** Water is King “anditis. ‘This 
country would be nothing without it. 
This particular part was nothing bat a 
sheep ranch, feeding on sage brush. 
It was found by testing that the soil 
was rich and that for its development 
only water was required. Where to get 
it was the question and was solved by 
diverting the small streams from the 
mountains into certain sections. Then 
came aqueducts, canals and reservoirs 
utilizing the mountain streams with 
additional supplies from Artesian wells 
sunk in the Artesian belt. The *Artes- 
inn belt” is about 2 or 8 miles from the 
foot hills of the San Barnardino moun- 
tains and is about 2 miles in ewidth 
The water in the “belt” is so near the 
surface that orange and other citron 
fruits will not come to maturity there, 
but the supply of water is worth 
millions to this valley, which includes 
the counties of Riverside,about 7000 sq. 
miles, San Barnardino, a still larger 
area, San Dugo, as large as Riverside 
County and Orange County, somewhat 
smaller. The water is controlled by 
large compan ies, madéfup of large ranch 
owners. fn this district thé land when 
sold includes the right to use what water 
they want by paying the regular tariff 
fees according to quantity used. jt

This has been 
arranged in this section in a very 
satisfactory manner. In some sections 
the land is purchased with the right to 
so many Inches of water which can be 
sold again etc. The most important 
suits In this part of California are 
“water: rights” and often involve 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. The 
Riverside Water Company's water 
canals, aqueducts} and ditches works 
cost over $2,000,000, I was surprised at 
the comparatiyely small cost it takes 
to supply per acre. lt is however 
wonderful, to those who first learn the 
facts,how this formerly barren country 
could by any process have changed into 
the beatiful valley it is now—covered 
with'orange and lemon groves, apricot, 
pear and peach orchards and raisin 
gardens. Water is truly King here. 
Just now there is a suit involving some 
half a million of water rights before the 
courts here. I was present at the court 
in Los Angeles where the case was con- 
tinued, for it has been going on for 
over three years. The delay was caused 
by side issues and demurrers upon de- 
murrers. The judge decided, when it 
was further delayed. that on the 28th of 
April next it must be proceeded with 
until finished. It is expected to last 3 
or 4 weeks, The courts have no regu- 
lar dates for sittings and the Jadge 
names the day for a certain trial or 
trials tosuit his convenience. ‘They say 
here that ‘‘ the Judge carries the Court 
under his hat.” I havé been present at 
courts presided oyer$by Superior Court 
Judges. One here by Judge Noyes and 
the ether was at San Angeles by Judge 
McKinley. The judge here had no 
gown but wore a white neck tie but at 
Los Angeles he wore neither gown nor 
white tie. The court® were orderly and 
the Judges were both fine looking men. 
Lawyers of course have no gowns, nor 
da, they all appear in black. In the 
“water” case at Los Angeles, fixed 
specially for the day, there were over a 
dozen of the leading lawyers present re- 
presenting the varied interests and most 
of them had something to say. In 
questions or points raised the Judge de- 
cided at once and the Counsel accepted 
without discussion. The main issues 
were as follows:—A mountain stream 
rights had been purchased by a Co’y. 
Another stream, running almost at 
right angles but sinking in the ground 
before reaching the first stream. was 
yurchased by another company. ‘The 
banned company intended to build 
aqueducts from thefstream when above 
ground and carry it into the valley, 
First Company claimed that stream, 
after sinking, found its way into their} 
stream and belonged to them. An in- 
junction followed. Creditors of both 
Companies set up rights and a big law 
suit followed. 

The shipments of oranges are going 
rapidly on. It has been estimated that 
Riverside proper will ship 8000 car 
loads~309 boxes or crates in each car— 
say a million of boxes averaging 115 
oranges per box and you have 115,009,- 
050 oranges. 

To-day has been almost like a July 
day. We drove around during the 
fore-noon visiting the cemeteries (beau- 
tiful places.) Notwithstanding the hot 
days, the nights will be cool.

This territory, within the boundaries 
stipulated by the famous partition, 
covers an area of 750,000 square miles, 
There are now nearly 40,000 gold mining 
claims established in the region. The 
precious metal is said to abound. * 

The South Africa Republic was first 
founded in 1840, but was not recognized 
as a free and independent Stase until 
1854. Johannesburg the town which 
figured so prominently in the recent wat 
dispatches, has a population of 20,000. 
The capital, Pretoria, has 6,500 inhabi- 
tants. President Kruger has served 
three times in his present office. He 
will be 70 years old next October, He 
has ten grown children. The Transvaal 
is rich in gold.

tell that the Mustafa Pasha himself, 
commanding General at Kharput, shar- 
ed in the plunder. 

“It can be estimated on reliable tasti- 
mony,” says one writing from there, 
\“that the leaders in the raids of plund- 
‘er and murder in this part of the coun- 
‘try and the chief part of the plunder 
is now stored in Turkish houses in this 
city, and in the houses of Turkish Aghaa 
on the plain, Moreover, Mustafa, Pasha 
himself had «cordon of Circassians 
around the city, and when they saw any 
one carrying off a particularly valuable 
thing. thay seized it and appropriated 
it for their chief. 

“Everywhere it has not only been a 
‘riot of plunder and murder, but has 
beena religious crusade or ‘crescentade.’ 
The miscreants have in many instances, 
demanded that Christians should in- 
‘stantly declare themselves Mussul- 
smans, and upon refusak to do so, the 
Natter have been shot dead, or butcher- 
ed in cold blood. The ae brought 
to bear on the people of the villages has 
been and is still fearful. 

“There is a matter which should be 
‘brought before a European tribunal. It 
is the capture of the wives and daugh- 
ters of Christians and forcibly giving 
them to the Turks and Kurds as their 
wives. Hundreds were thus carried off 
during the Sassoun massacre, and the 
same thing has been done here also. A 
commission. should come and examine 
ithe villages of Hoh, Tadem, Yertmenik 
and other villages. In the village of 
| Tadem, Turkish Aghas gathered in a 
large number of Christian women and 
girls of the villaze. and sold them to 
i ‘Turks and Kurds, taking in exchange 
horses, donkeys, etc.” 

‘The writer then refers to several in- 
stances in which the Sultan has shown 
that he will do anything possible for 
these of his own faith, especially for 
those who have been newly converted, 
but the Christian population have noth- 
ing to hope for from him.

*tfling Berctine ot the Bate fer 1604 Aa 
fempared With the Preeeting Year. 

The registrar-general of Ontario haa 
| iweued a report on the vital statistics 
of the Province for 1894. The fig- 
UP presented are of unusual interest. 
inaxsmoch as their net effect is to 
show an apparent decline in the birth 
rate both for the year nated as com- 
pared with the preceding year, and 
for recent years generally aa oompar- 
ed with a generation ago. Figures 
ate adduced on the strength of which 


the compiler of the report declares:— 

“What is at once apparent in thes 
tables is that the birth rate is every 
country of Europe and America where 
& system of vital statistics has been 
established has seen a decline more 
or less marked in each, bat nowhere 
more marked perhaps than in Ontario, 
Aseumi as necommary, in our re. 
marks, the registration in recent years 
te be at least aa complete as ten years 
ago, it is apparent that some cause 
or causes are operant to produce a 
decline of births so serious, in a still 
Sparsely saettied Province, as to call 
for the attention of all interested 
in the moral, social and economic wel- 
fare of the people.”

AN OLD-TIME MUTINY.

A despatch from San Francisco says: 
Particulars of a mutiny from the An- 
' drew Islands on board the American 
trading schooner Maria, Capt. Brown, 
have been received. Capt. Brown, Mate 
Hermann Hohimann, and a passenger 
were murdered in cold blood by | the 
crew, and Mrs. Brown and her son 
nearly killed by blows from an axe. 
After killing the captain, mate andthe 
passenger, late at night, the schooner 
was headed for the Andrew  lalands, 
and Mrs. Brown and her boy were kept 
close prisoners it Leing the intention 
of the mutineers to put them ashore on 
an isolated coral reef near the islands. 
Before the islands were reached the 
Chinese cooks, native sailors and boats 
wain got to fighting among themselves, 
and knives were drawn. ‘Two half- 
breeds were killed instantly, and an- 
other died of wounds received. All of 
the mutineers were wounded. Provis- 
ions gave out, and when cruising off 


the Andrew Islands thé schooner was, 


manned by the boatswain, two Chinese 
and a half-breed. ‘The schooner waa 
steered into port, and the King of the 
Islands gave the murderers fook enough 
to last them for several weeks. Before 
the vessel sailed again, however, the 
King became suspicious, boarded the 
craft, rescued Mrs. Brown and her boy, 
the former more dead than alive, and 
took the mutineers prisoners. The 
Spanish zunboat Valasci putin at An- 
drew Islands, and took the murderers 
to Manilla for trial.

(Belleville Ben.) 


It is understood that the Hamilton 
smelting works people aro paying 
oc township 25 cents # toa for the 
ore and are doing all the work in con- 
nection with getting it out, ehip ing. 
ete. The same company took i the 
loose ore from the hematite mine of 
Mrs. Wallorige and paid her a lump 
sum of $1,500 cash—equivalent to about 
About $200aday is 
now being ‘es by the company in 
these North Hastings mines—mostly 
to men with teams, whoare drawing 
the ore to Eldorado. where it goes to 
Hamilton via the C. O. R. and G. T. R. 
An agitation is on foot to have the 
roadbed between Madoc and Eldorado 
putinto workable condition in order 
that the ore may be loaded directly on 
the cars and thence shipped direct to 
Hamilton on the G.T. R. via Belleville. 

Mr. Thos. Barnes, of Hamilton, was 
in the city this week on business con- 
nected with the iron mining industry. 
Mr. Barnes has a contract to supply the 
Hamilton smelting works with 100,000 
tons of ore, and has purchased the ore 
beneath the township road betweon the 
two hematite mines just north of Madoc. 
and yesterday, at the office of Bell & 
Biggar, he signed the lease of the road 
from the township. 

A Sun reporter called on Mr. Barnes 
at his hotel and had a conversation 
with him about the mines and smelter, 
topics upon which he is thoroughly con- 
versant. 

“How is the Hastings ore turning 
out at the smelter?” was asked. 

“Splendidly, It is well adapted for 
the smelter and contains only a small 
precentage of sulphur. output is 
now about 100 tons of iron per day and 
the works have a capacity of 150 tons 
I am now shipping over 250 tons of ore 
per day from North Hastings.” 

* Does all the ore used at the works 
come from North Hastings?” 

“It does not now, but it will here- 
after. A small amountis being brought 
from Rochester, N.Y.” 

“ How many men have you employed 
at the mines ?” 

“At present Ihave about forty-five 
men and forty teams at work, but will 
increase the number as soon as possible.” 

“Are your transportation facilities 
satisfactory?”

Council was held on Monday evening, 
all the members being present. There 


| was alto present the largest attendance 


of ¢citimens we have seen in the Council 
chamber for years~attracted, no doubt, 
in anticipation of some lively «t-to’s 
hetween the members, as the belligerent 
propensities of some of this year's 
“city fathers are now on record. 
They were not entirely disappointed, as 
during the evening His Worship the 
Reeve had several times to threaten 
Coun. Aylesworth with dire penalties 
for conduct and language unbecoming 
a meek and lowly Madoc village coun- 
cillor, while this latter * childlike and 
bland ” municipal “ parient ” evinced a 
pugnacious determination that would 
do no discredit to the chiefeat of the 
Yankee British-Lion-tail-twisters, to 
force the Reeve to take a very serious 
view of the responsibility of his position. 
The exchange of compliments were at 
times bewildering in their intensity 
but almost as erratic in their application 
as usually were even ex-Councillor 
Volume'’s public performiances, and the 
session closed with both parties still in 
the ring thpngh slightly disfigured. 

A communication was received from 
E. D. O'Flynn complaining of oyer- 
assesament. Filed. 

Alert Fire Co., through their Secre- 
tary, Mr. W. R. Gray, notified the 
Council of the appointment of fire 
wardens, G. Reed as carotaker of engine 
at $15 a year, and the election of John 
McDonald as chief. On motion, these 
appointment were confirmed. 

Coun. Ayleworth presented a petition 
signed by a larre number of citizens, 
asking the Council to enforce the law in 
regard to assessing personal property ig 
this village. He claimed that about 
$50,000 additional would be added to the 
village assessment, which would lower 
present real estate taxation about one- 
quarter. This would make the village 
more attractive for outsiders as a place 
to locate in. 

The Reeve said the names on the 
petition did not represent the class of 
ratepayers who should mould the policy 
of the Council on this question. He 
pointed out that the addition of $60,000 
assessment in this village would mean 
a corresponding raise in our equalization 
in the county,and the extra taxes would 
simply go into the county treasury. 

Conn,O’F lynn said he was opposed to 
the question ab it was simply a scheme 
to raise the taxes of the few heayy tax 
payers for the benefit of the many small 
ratepayers.

Loulg Bennett, the Seneca Indian,bet- . 
ter known aa Deerfoot, died at his 
home on the Cattaraugus, N.Y., reser- 
vation the other day, He waa /68 yeara 
old, and lived on his farm ,with his son, 
a few miles from Siiver Creek. In his 
younger days Deerfoot made records for 
long-distance running which never have 
been broken. In 1850 he defeated 4 
horse in a race on the Cattaraugus re- 
servation, and for this feat an old chief 
gave him the appellation of Deerfoot. 

Until « few weeks ago Deerfoot waa 
in good health and thought nothing of 
walking fifteen or twenty miles a day, 
Deerfoot’s fame waa made from 186]. tc 
1863. In 1861 he went to England, 
where he defeated the English champion 
runner in a ten mile race. At its con- 
clusion he was greeted by the Prince - 
of Wales and asked to give an exhibition 
before the royal family.

But 
the number of murders is no more dis- 
couraging than the number of mur- 
| derers hung. There was exactly one 
man hung in Chicago last year, the 
other criminals having either escaped 
arrest, are waiting trial or have been 
sentenced to terms of from one year 
to life. This failure of justice is as 
@reat a sacrifice to progress as the 
large number of murders committed in 
Chicago. 

But a sadder proof of the great strain 
put upon human energies in Chicago is 
the large number of suicides committed 
there. The number who sought death 
in this way was 377, or more than thrice 
the number of murders. On an average 
one person in every 4,244 in the city 
committed suicide. There were 5,759 
suicides in 


last year there 
were 111 suicides in Chicago. If this 
proportion had been kept up duri 
| the whole year Chicago's average 0 
| suicides would have nearly equaled the 
average in Saxony, which is the high- 
est in Europe, and numbers about 400 
jto the 1,000,000 of inhabitants. No more 
striking proof could .be given of the 
sacrifice of life which Chicago's growth 
demands than these wrecks of human- 
j ity strewn on the shores of its pro- 
| gress. 
|} But these are not all the offerings to 
the moloch of Chicago's success, There 
were 274 persons killed on the surface 
and elevated steam railroads in that 
| city in 1895. July was the most prolific 
}month for the loss of life in this way, 
| thirty-five having been killed in that 
! month, or an average of more than one 
}a@ day. The total kuled in the year in 
this way would be considered a large 
loss in a battle. In addition there were 
sixty-two persons killed on the street 
car lines; July also furnishing the 
ar geet number of victims in this way. 
| Still another large sacrifice of life is 
} shown in the number of unknown dead 


/not included in the suicides and mur- 
ders. The total in this way was 127, 
and they were found in the lake and 
river and canals. In minor ways many 


more were killed, making up a total of | 


2,037 inquests for the Coroner. 

To sum up: In Chicago during last 
year 118 persons were murdered, 377 
committed suicide, 62 were killed by the 
street cars, 274 were killed by the steam 
railroads, 37 were asphyxiated, 40 were 
scalded to death, 130 met death by fall- 
ing in and from buildings, 27 were 
killed in elevators, 44 died from alco- 
holism, 57 by their clothing catching 
fire and 59 were killed by drainage 
canal accidents.

CANADA AS AN IRON PRODUCER. 


Mr. George E. Drummond,-of Mont- 
real, who probably knows as much 
about the iron industry as any man in 
Canada, has an interesting article on 
this subject in the current number of 
Hardware and Motal. The Canadien 
iron induatry is referred to by Mr. Drum- 
mond as one that is already ona firm 
basis and possessing excellent 
forthefuture. In the year 
1804, Canada produced 62,522 of 
iron, which was 56 per cent. of all the 
pig iron used in thecountry. This was 
an increase of 200 . cent. over the 
— for the year June, 1894, 

he statistics down to the of June, 
1895, will show a proportionate steady 
advance, and this will be still more 
marked in current year, when it is 
probable that the output of the furnace 
at Hamilton will be large enough to re- 
on what is now imported from the 

nited States, According to Mr. Drum- 
mond, 1896 will be a banner year in the 
iron industry of Canada. It will mark 
the beginning of a new and more vigor- 
ous interest in the metallurgic history 
of the country. The making of iron in 
Canada is no longer in an experimental 
meer The industry affords a splendid 
field for safe investment. As Mr. 
Drummond points out, -eyiegeine J has 
perhaps greater claims to the good-will 
and support of the statesman and 
people of Canada than any other of the 
reat industries of the country, because 
the )»aw material used is wholly Cana- 
dian,the product of Canadian labor. It 
is eminently an industry for which 
nature has fitted the country, and it is 
therefore well that it should be encour- 
aged and developed, because it will 
ord a.greater amount of employment 
to labor for the money invested than 
any other industry that the country is 
fitted to sustain. 

Tron and coal are the two industries 
that have characterized Canadian pro- 
grressin recent years. Theother day we 
pointed out the wonderful increase in 
the production of soft coal in Canada 
since 1878. The developement of our 
iron industry did not make much pro- 
gress for seyeral years after the Nation- 
al Policy was introduced, but the devel- 
opment is coming along now in good 

ape. The growth ot these two in- 
dustries is full of hope for Canada’s 
material growth.

Orange County, Jan. 27, 1806, 


To the Editor of Tim. Revrew., 


When I wrote vou last I was at 
Riverside, (county Riverside) about 45 
miles from here. This place is 15 miles 
from the Pacific ocean and 25 miles from 
the principal Southern California city, 
Los Angeles. and on the line of the 
Santa Fee KR. R We are in what is 
called the ** placentia district " of Orange 
county, formerly noted for its vineyards 
and raisin grape ranches. Some years 
ago there came a blight on the grapes 
used for wine purposes and the price of 
raisins fell off so much, owing to suc- 
*essful competition elsewhere, that both 
branches of industry became unremun- 
erative and the ranch owners changed 
to Oranges and walnut orchards. Wal- 
nuts are looked upon as the most profit- 
able but canfbe cultivated only in certain 
sections. Thé-roots of these trees strike 
deep and though depending on a plenti- 
ful supply of water are injured and 
become unprofitable if striking an un- 
derground water belt; a not uncommon 
thing in South California. This section 
seems wonderfully adapted to both 
oranges and walnuts. ‘Phere is no frost 
to injure the orange trees and the soil is 
suited to both. They raise both the 
hard shell and soft shell walnuts, but 
the soft shell is found to command the 
best price and is superseding the other. 
The ranches for oranges here range in 
size from 20 to 75 acres while the wal- 
nute go as hich as 806) and 409 acres. 
Both in order-to be successful as to 
quantity and quality are highly culti- 
vated. The ranches in this section are 
generally in fine condition and yery 
productive. Walnut trees are planted 
40 to 50 feet apart. To-day .1 walked 
over to Fullerton P.Q., one and one-half 
miles from Sydmer Ross’ home where 
we are stopping, and all along the road 
men were busy at work plowing out the 
walnut orchards. They use double 
plows and two spans of mules for that 
purpose. There are no fences in this 
part of the country. Horses and cows 
ave stabled or tethered and pigs kept in 

“iy-law.” 


pens,—no need of “a Cow 
The State regulates it by statute law 
and it is enforced of necessity. Up near 
the mountains are cattle ranches but 
these are herded by cow boys and on 
sheep ranches a shepherd and dogs are 
always withthem. Iti¢agreat country 
for vegetables both as to quality om 
quantity produced per acre. but beyond 
what is used for the stock none asa 
rule are raised by the ranches. ‘This is 
the work of the Chinaman who delivers 
all kinds of vegetables fresh at the door, 
daily in towns, and once or twice per 
week in the country places, at prices to 
us Canadians that were astonishing for 
cheapness. I will not attempt to give 
prices but can safely say one-fourth we 
can produce them for in Canada, except 
potatoes. At Riverside the Chinaman 
came every morning as did the butcher, 
—here at Mr. Ross’s twice per week. 
Mrs. Wood and I went with some 
friends, when at Riverside, to the 
Chinese gardens, near the city, (when I 
say near, in this case, it means some 
miles away,) in alow flat country along 
the Santa Anna Riyer. This river 
seems to run over quick sands. It is 
low at this season, before the ** rainy 
season ” sets in, and in order to shorten 
the distance we forded it ata certain 
point. In doing so we met with a 
somewhat laughable incident, but might 
easily have been serious. After safely 
etting over what we thought the more 
angerous part the horse’s feet gaye 
suddenly away in the quick sands and 
he tumbled down nnable to rise. My 
nephew and I jumped out at once and 
after some trouble extricated the horse 
by unfastening the harness, ete. But 
how were the ladies to get ashore? 
They ‘would not” consent to remain 
and let us put the horse’ to the carriage, 
which we were sure could safely be done, 
and as we were about as wet as we could 
be, were willing totry. ‘‘ No! 


No!" | 
was the decided expression of opinion 
from the carriage, and when I state the 
fact that the second lady was equal in 
weight and determination. to Mrs. W. 
you will see y here the laugh comes in, 


How were they to get ashore? Mrs. 
W. suggested that they could *‘ wade or 
swim ” or * anyway if they had to stay 
they were water flowers!” After all 
other suggestions failed and we had got 
over *‘ the fun of it” my nephew impro- 
vised a stepping stone out of a large tin 
can he found, (no real stones here) and 
one of us on each side of a lady, *' with 
step, skip, and jump” they ‘were con- 
veyed safely to land.

He was very courteous and laugh- 

a while refusing. lam making this 

communication too long, but before 

closing wish to add emphatically thar 

success here is conditional on the same 

as elsewhere—industry and intelligent 

application of labor. The higher the 

state of cultivation the more productive 

the lands. Fertilizers and manures are 

freely used by owners of ranches, the 

same as in Ontario. who expect a return 

from theirlabor. The ranch of Mr. Ross 

is a fine sample of intelligent culture of 

orange and walnut trees and the results 
are beyond a peradventure.

The Previstens ef a temperance Measure 
futreduced tw the lowa Legislatere, 
Among the extraordinary measures 
introduced into the lowa Assembly dur- 
ing the first week of its existence was 
@ bill sent to. the Senate Committee 
on the suppression of intemperance, 
which provides that any persen wish- 
ing to indulge in intoxicating liquors 
shall first procure a regular license 
from the municipal Government under 
which he lives before being allowed to 
buy at dram shops and saloons. The 
idea. of the proposed law is to discour- 
age drunkenness by forcing drinkera to 
exhibit their desires in public and to 
diagust them by forcing them to show 
to the bartender a parchment with a 
@reen seal and blue ribbons before be- 
ing allowed to drink his potion. 
Senator Perrin intreduced the bill. 
He representa a constituency which is 
earnestly in favor of prohibition. He

| himself is Chairman of the Senate Com- 
mittee on the Suppression of Intemper- 


ance, and he voted for the mulet modi- 
fication of the State-wide prohibitory 
law two yeara ago. His introduction of 
the bill was a surprise to his friends. 
The bill provides that every person 
wishing to take a drink shall secure a 
dicense from the City Council of the 


'¢ity or town in which be lives. For such 


license City Councils are empowered to 
charge $2, the privileges conferred 
thereunder being extended for a period 
of twelve months by the provisions on 
the face of the license issued. 

The license shall be used to secure 
drink, which ia to be consurmed at a 
bar in the usual manner. The license 
is not transferrable. Any relative over 
l4 or any friend of the applicant for a 
license to drink may apply to the City 
Council and protest against the issu- 
ance of the license. Saloon keepers shall 
not sell to any person not having a 
license, and for each sale to persons 
not having a license to drink, the sa- 
loon keeper shall be fined $10 and the 
cost of anit.

because of the too frequent adjustment 
of the focus. In short, anything whic 
tends to increase the quantity of bloe! 
in the organ favors the increase of the 
defect, leading in extreme cases to de- 
tachment of the retina and blindness

the terminus. The importance of this 
advantaye to Great Britain in the 
event of war would be enormous. Quick 
concentration of forces is likely to be 
the first object of leaders in the next 
reat conflict, and for this purpose the 
cable will be an all important aid 

Should the strained relations between 
Germany and England result in the lat- 
ter country being embroiled in war 
with the great continental powers. 
England could in a few hours cable her 
war ships all over the world to concen- 
trate to the defense of the empire or 
for an attack on German possessions. 

Not a6 Germany. England could in: 
tercept the messages or deliver them 
in any (taahion she pleased in order to 
thwart ‘the object intended by the Ger- 
man government. . 

The New York manager of one of 
the big cable companies who has made 
the cable service the study of his life, 
Sums up the situation in this way: 

“We will presume that Delagoa bay 
is the rendezvous of a German fleet. 
The fleet is hard preased by English 
warships and the commander knows 
that nothing but prompt reinforcements 
ean save hin from destruction. The 
only quick means of reaching Germany, 
thousands of miles away, is by the big 
submarine rope that plunges 

BENEATH THE WAVES 
at the British town of Port Natal, lands 
first at Delagoa bay, again at Mozam- 
bique on the east coast of Africa, trav- 
els under water at Zanzibar, and thence 
dives off to land once more at Aden, 
at the entrance to the Suez canal. 
rhere is no need to trace its pro- 
gress further. Aden is a British pos- 
seasion and the urgent cable calls for 
aid that might have been directed to 
the kaiser’s government from Delagoa 
bay will fall into English hands. 

If the message, on the other hand, 
had been an English one, there is noth- 
ing to stay its progress. At no point 
does the cable come anywhere near Ger- 
than territory. Through the Suez can- 
al to Port Said the message would flash 
undisturbed, thence to the British for- 
tress of Malta; from there to Gibral- 
tar, the British stronghold and impreg- 
nable key to the Mediterranean, thence 
to. Lisbon, the Portuguese capital 
(friendly to Great Britain), and from 
there direct to England. 

"It would be useless for Germany to 
dispatch a vessel to the western coast of 
Africa, around which another cable, 
starting at the Congo travels to Eu- 
rope. The line lands in its progress to 
Cape Coast Castle, a British possession, 
from which the expedition to Ashan- 
tee recently started, and from there 
proceeds to Lisbon, to be united with 
the other line. The nearest cable apart 
from the two referred to is situated in 
South America, nearly 4,000 miles from 
Cape Colony, and it would take a week 
for the fastest vessel to reach it, 

“True, there is a telegraph line dir- 
ect to Berlin, overland, which -starts 
from India, travels through Persia, 
around the north of the Black sea to 
Odessa in Russia, and thence over Aus- 
trian territory to Berlin, But the point 
on territory that is not English at 
which this line starts is thousands of 
miles from South Africa, and further- 
more, it is a line owned by 

BRITISH CAPITAL 
and worked by British operators. Its 
use to Germany would be very limited 
in the event of war. 

“With the possession of the cable, 
Great Britain can call in aid from any 
part of the world. We will presume 
that South Africa is in dire straits. 
London is informed by cable of the 
condition of affairs and immediately 
word is flashed to India to hurry rein- 
forcements to the spot. 1 same wire 
could convey the message to the Aus- 
tralian colonies. Gibraltar would be no- 
tified, and Aden warned to hold troops 
in readiness. Instead of the fiery cross 
of a few centuries ago the lightning 
would be commanded by the British to 
flash ihe warning around the worid 
calling the subjects of the queen to 
arms : 

“Many have called attention to the 
immense difference in the system by 
which the great game of war would Le 
carried on in the future, as compared 
vith the time of Wellington and Nel- 
ou, but the tremendous part that the 
able would play in the conflict appears 
to have been perceived only by the as- 
tute and far seeing Britishers, who 
have grasped the situation in their us- 
ual complete and long-reaching man- 
ner 

“It may be suggested that 
war ships could locate, fish & 
eut the cable, thus olacing the British 
on the same terms as themselves. It 
has even heen suggested that the cable 
could be “tapped in the ocean and mis- 
leading messages sent. This is within 
the bounds of possibility certainly, but 
it is a rather remote possibility. When 
the company has occasion to mend the 
cable it is only by careful study of the 
latitude and longitude of the big pope's 
position under the waves that it can 
be lowated by our own skilled men 
The search, even under cireum- 
stances. is a long and tedious one.

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SLEPT AMONG SNAKES. 


A Belgian Explorers, Experience With « 
Blanket Pell of Battlers, 


“When I was collecting apecimens of 
plants and animals in Zacatecas,” says 
the noted Doctor Maximilien Schumann, 
“I bad an experience with rattle snakes 
which came near being the death of me.” 

“I had gone a day's journey on horse- 
tack from the city of Zacatecas to the 
southeast to examine some old Toltec 
ruins there. They aro known aa the 
Quemada ruins. They are very exten- 
sive. I got there late at night 1 had 
shot a couple of doe on the way, and 


had thrown them across my pack ani- 
mal, 


“On my arrival within the ruina | 
lit a fire to get my supper, after which 


l spread my blankets and lay down. 
lo the morning when | woke up I threw 
my hand outside of the blanket and 
it almost touched a big poisonous rat- 
tlesnake. l exaped by the merest 
chance. 4 

“Looking towards my feet, what was 
my astonishment to see rattlesnakes all 
over the blankets. There were no leas 
than six of them, besides the one that 
had so narrowly missed my hand. 

“The reptiles were not the orotalus 
horridus or diamond crotalus, but the 
crotalus milarius, found in the hot re- 
sions. They are very poisonous, When 

had lit my fire in the evening I 
could not see the snakes, which, I pre- 
sume, had crept along the walls. The 
altitude of Zacatecas and the old ruins 
is between 7,000 and 8,000 feet, and it 
wets quite cold at night 

“My fire was undoubtedly what at- 
tracted them. When they got out to 
ward it they found my bed, and dis 
cerning the warm hhinntoote crawled up 
on them and went to sleep. I have 
always thought it was almost miracu- 
Jous that I escaped being bitten. As 
I did not want the snakes, having al- 
ready all I wanted, | killed them ‘and 
nailed them all to the adobe wall, with 
my card on each.

And soon the vast cold silence was 
unbroken save by the angry growls of 
the wolves as they disputed with each 
other for morsels of human flesh. When 
the misty sun rose next morning it 
looked down upon the eter bones 
of men and horaes half buried in the 
trampled, bloodstained snow. 

Three days later another party of 
travellers passing over the same route

THE AWFUL TRAGEDY. 


Scattered about were broken ee, 
the skeletons of men and horses picked 
clean of every vesuge of flesh, and 
the bones of more t fifty wolves 
which had fallen beneath the axes of 
the ill-fated travellers before the 
themselves had been crushed beneat 
the tawny, noisome weight of | wild 
beasts and torn to pieces. 

Even the clothing of the travellers 
was literally torn to shreds, and the 
identity of but one of them has been 
only imperfectly established. From some 
scraps of paper which were gathered up 
it appears that one of the party was a 
French engineer named Lodier or Vw- 
dier, He seems to have been a resident 
of Paris and to have been travelling on 
some mission of importance, for most of 
the fragments of documents which ap- 
parently had belonged to him were 
written in cipher. 

The Siberian wolf, so travellers say, 
surpasses in size its European relative. 
In the far north its coat is white, but 
it gradually changes to gray er brown 
in more southern Jatitudes. 

These animals usually wander about 

in packs, and their habits are similar 

to those of the European species. Hun- 

zer makes them aggressive and induces 

them to attack other animals. but man: 
is their last resort. 

In Siberia, where cattle are never 
locked up in sheds, but left out day and 
night in open pens, wolves can always 
secure a good meal of an ox, a sheep 
or a horse, and have no need to en- 
counter the danger of attacking a hu- 
man being. In the small provinces, 
where there is no such easy means of | 
satisfying their hunger, they are much ! 
more ferocious and dangerous to trav- | 
ellers.

ance without gain is the thief of all 
profits. In late Institutes that 1 at- 
tended, I could plainly see by their 
questions that many were drifting in 
that direction, the argument” being the 
low price of grain, and that the hogs 
would grow somewhat in age and 
weight. And dairymen were no ex- 
ceptions to the rule, thinking the — 
ness of their by-products would enable 
them above all others to carry theu 
hogs during the winter without ex- 
pense, as though bors could te stored 
on shelves, forgetting ever that shelve 
process, either in store or farm, is a 
mighty consumer of profits. One hun- 
tired pounds of skum and butter milk 
are worth, or can be made to bring from 
20 to 28 cents, and often more if intel-

HEAD OF THE MOSLEM WORLD. 
Aten 
Milllens Whe Keeognize the Authelty of 
Tarkey's Saltan. 

The seriousness of a religious war in 
case Turkey does not concede to the 
powers appears to have been overlook- ; 
although it would be more disastrous to | 
Great Britain than to any other nation. | 
The Sultan of Turkey is the recognized | 
head of all the Moslem world, except | 
the Persians and the people of Morocco, 
who are dissenters and followers of Ali, | 
the son-in-law of Mohammed. There is 
a wide difference of opinion as to the 
numbers in the Moslem Church. Esti- | 
mates vary all the way from 175,000,000 
to 400,900,000. There are 25,500,000 in 
China who are now in rebellion against 
the Emperor, and are overrunning the 
Western provinces. In India there is 
a Mohammedan population exceeding 
40,000,000, more than in Turkey, where | 
the total is 32,000,000, There are W,- 
100,000 in the Malay Peninsula, 15,000,- 
000 in Central Asia, 18,000,000 in Northb- 
ern Africa, 11,000,000 in Central Africa, 
5,000,000 in Egypt, 11,000,000 in Arabia 
and 3,000,000 or ¢,fexiuu in Afghanistan. 
In Southern Russia, in the Balkan Pen- 
insula, and in Bulgaria, the believers in 
this faith are very numerous, and there 
are large colonies in Southeastern Aus- 
tria. At least 60,000,000 Mohamme- | 
dans are found in British colonies alone. 
and probably the true total would reach 
$0,000,000, 

The Sultan is recognized by all these 
people as a sacred person, the successor 
of Mohammed, just as the Pope is recog- 
nized as the successor of St. Peter. They 
do not deny Christ, but consider him a 
Mohammedan prophet, and give His 
pedigree in the Koran. The Moslem 
will swear by Moses, by Christ or by 
Mohammed with equal readiness, but 
Mohammed is the last and greatest of 
their prophets and the founder of their 
religion 

In one of the mosques at Constanti- 
nople the green mantle of the prophet 
is preserved. If that is taken out and 
a holy war proclaimed, the Islam popu- 
lation of the entire world, except Persia 
and Morocco, would promptly respond, 
and the Sultan is the only man who 
can issue such a proclamation.

Any plan which will increase the 
valué of the cheese product will be 
sure to meet with the approbation of 
farmers and factorymen generally. 
The Western Dairymen’s Associa- 
tien have suggested a scheme which 
they hope will result in the produc 
tion ot a higher grade of cheese. 
The project is this: It is proposed 
to organize the factories of Western 
Ontario, some 250 in number, into 
syndicates of from 15 to 25 each. 
An inspector or instructor will be 
supplied to each syndicate, who shall 
viatt tne factories and secure, if pos- 
sible, a uniformity of make in the 
different factories. Over the syndi- 
cate instructors is to be placed an in- 
structor general. The expenses of 
the local instructors,according to the 
plan outlined,are to be borne by the 
syndicates, and estimating the 
ayerage output of each factory at 
60 tons, it is thought that the burden 
will not amount to a tax of more 
than 40 cents per ton. If an aver- 
age of 55 members for each factory 
ean be secured for the association at 
a fee of fifty cents,then the associa- 
tion will undertake to bear the ex- 
pense of the whole scheme. The 
association intends, if possible, to or- 
ganize one or two of these syndi- 
eates for the coming season as a 
test, but if a number of factories in 
any locality desire to form them- 
selves into a syndicate, and will 
guarantee their share of the cost,the 
association will be ready to appoint 
an instructor and assume control of 
the work. 

Dr) 
Will the Horses Go? 

At the request of Dr. Sutton, of 
Madoc, who is an authority on the 
horse question, we publish the fol- 
lowing article from Saturday's 
Globe :— 

“The theory that the horse is 
doomed to disuse has been most 
effectually combatted in a pamphlet 
by Mr. M. W. Danham, of Oaklawn 
Farm, Wayne County, Lllinois, on 
“The Future of Draft and Coach 
Horse-breeding.” ‘He begins by 
boldly questioning the assertion that 
the number of horses in actual use 
is diminishing. The growing 
suburbs along the trolley lines, he 
says, as they reach out and extend 
city population and business, make 
an additional demand for horse 
service more than sufficient to count- 
erbalance the effect of street car 
innovations. There is a continued 
increase in the numbers used’ on the 
tarms,an added demand from abroad 
and a new trade in the south, where 
the horse is supplanting the mule. 
The unusually low prices are at- 
tributed to. the years of oyer-pro- 
duction which closed in 1892. In 
the year 1891-2 reports of the United 
States Government recorded an in- 
crease of 2,150,000 in the number of 
horses. This caused a complete col- 
lapse of the market and reaction 
against breeding. 

Mr. Dunham quotes statements by 
the leading dealers in Chicago to 
show that there is already a stiffen- 
ing demand for heavy draft horses, 
Percherons being the favorite, and 
also for stylish coach-horses, As it 
takes six years to breed a horse for 
the city trade, and as the best breed- 
ing mares have been sold during the 
collapse of the market, he predicts 
handsome profits for the few who 
will be able tosupply the demand 
forthe next few years. Draft horses 
weighing from 1,300 to 1,800 pounds 
ermore. Such can be bred only 
from good large mares and the best 

stallions. Such mares are 
now hard to find, as breeders have 
not been alive of late to the necesei- 
ty of keeping up their stock. With 
a growing scarcity of the best types 
of carriage and draft horses, and 
with no corresponding stock in pos- 
session of breeders to meet the grow- 
ing demand from year to year, there 
is much to justify Mr. Danham’s pre- 
diction thatin a few years desirable 
horses will reach a higher figure 
than has yet been recorded, As it 
takes six years to breed and raise a 
horse for market, there must always 
be a large element of speculation in 
the business.”

The Gov- 
ernor-in-Council or this Board are to 
t an Inspector of Separate 

who is to report to the Edu- 
cational Department of the local 
Legislative Assembly. All Catho- 
lies may or may not give their sup- 
port to Separate Schools as they 
choose, but provisions are made for 
the levying of taxes on Catholics for 
their supprt if they so desire. Cer- 
tain provincial grants are allowed 
the schools under certain prescribed 
conditions. One good feature of tne 
DIM is that the existence of the 
schools, practically, depends upon 
their efficiency. The teachers are 
to hoki certificates as do the other 
teachers of the province and the text 
books are to be the same as those 
used in the Public Schools in Mani- 
toba or the Separate Schools in 
Ontario. It is thus evident that 
every provision is made to make 
the schools equal in every respect to 
the Public Schgols of Manitoba. 
There are, however, some features 


‘irresponsible body not being elec- 
tive, bat nominative, and that by 
irresponsible persons.

‘or he meant to be the rajah of a 
strong, independent, flourishing, civil- 
ized state. 

But this was only a part, and a small 
part, of his ambition. After he had 
got his foot firmly planted in his new 
dominions, he intended to make Hari- 
ana a give: | int from which to 
conquer the whole of the Punjab, not 
for bimmeslt. but for Great Britain. He 
desired, to use his own words, ‘to have 
the honor of plant the British stand- 
ard on the banks of the Attock.” 

Likea true lrishman, George Thomas 
revelled in hard fighting, and he soon 
had plenty ofit on his hands. His war- 
like neighbors, the Sikhs, resented the 
new rajah’s marauding forays into 
their country and made reprisals. But 
they soon found that they had caught 
a Tartar in this fighting Lrishman. 
Nothing could afford better proof of 
Thomas's high qualities as a soldier 
than his victorious campaigns against 
the Sikhs, that splendid race of war- 
riors, who forty years later, proved 
themselves the most formidable foes 
that England has ever had to fight in 
India. Yet the Irish rajah of Hariana, 
with his little army of five thousand 
men and thirty-six guns, defeated the 
Sikhs over and over again, forced them 
topay him an = gerne of two million 
rupees, and could proudly boast that he 
was “Dictator in all the countries 
belonging to the Sikhs south of the 
river Sutlej.” 

We have little doubt that the Irish 
ee would not only have subdued the 
Sikhs, but have carried out his great 
@cheme for the conquest of the Punjab, 
had not his attention been distracted 
from it by the dangers which threatened 
his own sovereignty. 

The brilliant success of the rajah 
of Hariana against the Sikhs had 
roused the jealousy ofa rival adven- 
turer,a French soldier named Perron, 
who commanded the armies of Sindhai, 
the great chief of the Mahrattas. Per- 
ren hinted to his master that this Irish 
upstart was becoming far too powerful 
and ambitious,and that, if not taken in 
hand at once, he might some day prove 
a thorn in the side of Sindhai. The 
treacherous Begum Somru, too, who 
was burning for revenge on the man 
who had slighted her charms, though 
he had saved her life and restored her 
to ber throne, contrived to instil into 
the mind of the Maehratta prince 
suspicions which served to confirm the 
hints thrown out by Perron. The 
consequence was that, when the Sikhs 
prayed Sindhai to assist them against 
their dreaded foe, the rajah of Hariana, 
Sindhai seized the excuse to crush the 
ene. foreigner. 

Sut first he tried diplomacy. If 
Thomas would surrender his sover- 
eignty, and submit to be the vassal of 
Sindhai, he should be allowed = an 
annual subsidy for the support of him- 
self and his troops. 

In the month of September, 1801, Per- 
ron and Thomas met at Bahadurgarh 
to discuss these proposals, The 
Frenchman’s tone otlended the Irish- 
man's pride, and he haughtily rejected 
the conditions offered, though he well 
knew that his refusal meant war tothe 
knife with Sindhai. 

On hearing of Thomas's contem 
{uous rejection of his terms, the Mah- 
raita prince ordered Perron to despatch 
aforce at once to annihilate the trouble- 
some rajah of Hariana. 

The invading army 
command of a 


was under the 
Frenchman, Major Louis 
Bourguien, a braggart and poltroon, 
despised by his officers and men. 
Thomas turned to bay under the walls 
of his fortress of Georgegarh. He was 
not greatly outnumbered as yet, for he 
had six thousand men with thirty-five 
guns against eight thousand men with 
thirty-eight guns. Aftera fierce and oi- 
Stinate battle, in which Bourguien lost 
nearly half his forve, Thomas remained 
master of the field. But his loss, too, 
Was severe, upwards of one thousand 
eight hundred, ingluding his second in 
cammand, Captain Hopkins,a brilliant 
English soldier. whose death was an 
irreparable misfortune Had Thomas 
taken advaniage of his victory and 
pressed Bourguien hard, there oan be 
nodoubt that Sindhai's army must have 
been annihilated, for it was utterly de- 
moralized by the reverses it had sus-

Then in the 
ipiteh darkness of a November night, 
at the head of three hundred horsemen, 
he dashed out from Georgesarh, cut 
bis way through the hattalions of the 
enemy, and, after riding. -one hundred 
anc twenty miles in twenty-four hours, 
arrived safely at Hanai. 

The garrison of Georgegarh sur. 
rendered ; but so devoted were they to 
their Irish chief, that they refused with 
j contempt to serve under Sindbai ‘or any 
one elee. Several of the native officers

At last, one day, after tiffin, when wine 
had put Bourguien in a good temper, 
he said, in reply to their reiterated 
a: “Well, gentlemen, do as you 
ike. He be one damned Englishman, 
four own countryman. 
setter than I do.” 


So Captain Smith, the senior English 
officer, was sent to offer such terms of 
capitulation as no man of honor and 
spirit need be ashamed to accept. The 
lrisbman was at his last-gasp. Famine 
and treachery were slowly but surely 
undermining the fidelity of his troops. 
He knew his case to be desperate, and 
he therefore consented to surrender 
Hansi and evacuate Hariana on these 
conditions: that the garrison should be 
allowed to march out with the honors 
of war; that he himself should go free, 
with all his private property, and be 
escurted by a battalion of Sepoys until 
he was safely within the territories of 
the English East India Company. 

The conditions were granted, the 
treaty of surrender was signed, and the 
irrepressible Thomas was entertained 
that night at a banquet given by 
Bourguien and his obficers. The 
Frenchman vied with the Irishman in 
quaffing bumpers, and after a drunken 
quarrel, during which the mad Tip- 
verary “bhoy”’ chased the terrified 
jourguien round the banqueting tent 
with a drawn sword, they swore eternal 
friendship, wept in one another's arms 
and finally the ex-rajah of Hariana was 
escorted back to Hansi at daybreak in 
& most undignified state of inebriety. 

The conditions of surrender were 
faithfully carried out, and Georg 
Thomas turned his back upon his 
rajahship of Hariana forever. He had 
saved out of the wreck of his affairs 
about £25,000—enough, as he said, to 
enable him to end his days comfortably 
as& small squire in Ireland; and he was 
on his way to Calcutta to take ship for 
Enxzland, when he was seized with 
fever at Berhampore, and, weakened 
as he was by his drunken habits, died 
there on the 22nd of August, 1802, at 
the age of forty-six. : 

The son of a Tipperary peasant, with 
little or no education, had risen to be 
an independent sovereign, had built 
cities, commanded armies, conquered 
vast territories, dictated terms‘ to 
powerful princes, and proved _ himself 
a capable ruler as well as a brilliant 
soldier, Surely, then, we are justified 
in (he assertion that among the careers 
of military adventurers few have been 
more successful and none more roman- 
tic than that of George Thomas, the 
Irish rajah of Hariana.

IN NEW YORK.

A firm of architecta of New York 
have drawn plans for the most tremend- 
ous boilding on earth. a structure 200 
stories high. 

A capitalist of that city exbmitted the 
idea of this building te the firm At 
first they regarded the idea as vision- 
ary. “Examine it carefully,” «aid their 
client, “and make your report.” 

The architects did so. They concluded 
that their part of the work was prac- 
tical and practicable; that a 200-atory 
building could be erected. provided the 
vast sum of money necessary to con- 
struct it was forthcoming : 

This huge pile will be called the King 
Building [ts plan somewhat resembles 
that of the Eiffel Tower, that wonder of 
the last Paris Exposition. But the King 
Building will be nearly three times as 
high as the Eiffel Tower and its con 
struction presents vastly greater diffi- 
culties. 

The structure will occupy one large 
city block, It will, of course, be built 
of steel, just as the buildings that are 
now considered tall are buiit of steel.

WHOLESALE MURDER. 
A Chicago Man Killed Mis Pamily of Six 
and Then Committed Suicide. 

A despatch from Chicago says: An 
entire family of six, father, mother, 
wife, and three children, were murder- 
ed on Tuesday night by Richard Klat- 
tke, a Lakeview carpenter, who then 
completed his work by killing himself. 
The dead are:—Richard Klattke, car- 
penter, 38 years; Katie Klattke, 
wife; John Klattke, his father, aged 73 
years; Mina Klattke, his mother, aged 
7i years; Mina Klattke, daughter, aged 
9; Annie Klattke, daughter, aged 8; 
Emma Klattke, aged 7. 

The members of the Klattke family 
were found dead early in the morning 
in their little cottage at 207 Berseau 
avenue, two blocks from Cuyler sta- 
ties, a suburb an the Chicago and 
North-West railroad. The discovery 
was made by Matthew Brown, a saloon- 
keeper. Mr. Brown, wishing some work 
done, called at the. Klattke residence 
to secure the services of the carpenter. 
He rapped on the door, but there was 
no response. Knowing that the Klat- 


kes were early risers he became sus- 
| picious, called neighbors, and broke in 


the door, only to find 
veritable charnel 
On the floor lay seven corpses. Each 
hada bullet wound in the head. In 
each case the ball had penetrated the 
brain, and death had evidently been 
instantancous. A heavy odor, which 
appeared to be that ef chloroform, 
pervaded the house. From this it was 
surmised that Richard had first chloro- 
formed the entire family, and had then 
at his leisure taken deliberate aim and 
had put a bullet into the brain of each. 
r. Brown took a hasty survey only 
of the premises, and then hastened to 
send word to the police. A detail of 
offers was sent to the scene in a 
patrol wagon. and a more careful ex- 
amination was made of the surround- 
ings. Everything poimted to a deliber- 
ately planned murder by Klattke, and 
a desire to place himself and family be- 
yond any further earthly troubles. 
Klattke was despondent. His fami- 
ly were cold and hungry. Sizice 
Christmas he has been out of work, | 
and he ended his troubles just as re- 
lief was in sight. ;

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In England technical schoola have 
been established in many of the great 
manufacturing towns. Some of these 
are supported directly from the town 
treasury, and others are maintained by 
subscriptions and regular payments 
from wealthy merchants. 

The object of these schools is to train 
the eyes and haads of workmen, and to 
impart a higher value to their labor in 
local industries. 

A visitor at one of these schools in 
the woollen district of Yorkshire, ask- 
ed the superintendent whether working 
girls ever applied for admission to the 
classes. 

“No,” was the reply. “The classes 
are open to them—at least those in 
weaving, designing, and art work, but 
the girls never seem to have any am- 
bition in their work. They learn the 
mechanical work of spinning and weav- 
ing at the mills, but it never seems to 
enter their heads thai there are high~- 
er kinds of trained labor, for which 
they may easily fit themselves if they 
choose to do so. Season after season 
passes without an application from a 
woman for attendance upon the art 
classes, day or night.” 

There were about fourteen hundred 
young men in the various departments 
of that technical school, and they were 
destined by virtue of their technical 
training to obtain higher wages, and 
to fill responsible positions in the fac- 
tories of the district. 

Many experts in the manufacturing 
town were emphatic in declaring that 
the recent improvement in trade was 
largely due to the superiority of the 
trained labor, which enabled the fac- 
tories to compete successfully with Ger- 
man and French industries. 

But ‘in this honorable strife for the 
control of the worlds’ markets, the men 
alone seemed to be concerned. Young / 
women lacked both the energy and 
the ambition required for raising the 
standard of their work. Another re- 
mark of the superintendent was signi- 
ficant, “Tné rich manufacturers send 
their sons to the school to learn all 
the mechanical and artistic processes. 
The sons of operatives also attend the 
classes. Prizes are offered for the 
best work in designing and other de-| day 
partments.’ — rich men’s sons pecee 
win them, poor operatives always 
carry off the honors.”

[“ PARTY 18 THE MaAapNEss oF MANY FoR THe GAIN oF A Few. ] 
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Low Axnceves, South California, 
February Lith, 1896. 
To the Editor of Tar Revirw. 


Since I wrote you last from Fullerton 
some fifteen days have elapsed. Dur- 
ing this interval we have yisited the 
Ostrich Farm at the foot hills of the 
range of mountains in Orange County 
running parallel with the Pacific coast. 
The owner is from South Africa where 
these birds are raised extensively. 
There is another more extensive farm 
along the same range several miles 
away at Norham. vse are the only 
two on this continent. At one time 
this farm had 180 birds but reduced by 
sales to the other farm and Zoological 
gardens to about a hundred. They are 
raised for their feathers, The value can 
be understood when one male bird was 

inted out as having been imported 
eo Seuth Africa ata cost of $1000 
There were finer looking birds on the 
farm. I was surprised to learn that 
they. matured to full size in 18 months. 
The larger birds stood fully seven feet. 
The male is black and the female grey. 
Tne male has white and black feathers, 
the female grey and white. The white 
are bleached and the black and grey are 
coloured for market. The averaye 
number of eggs laid per year are four- 
teen. The birds dig a place in the 
ground in which the eggs are laid and 
hatched by the male and female sitting 
alternately on the nest. which takes 
about 6 weeks. They feed on grass and 
cut Alfalfa hay. They are said to be 
yery cross while hatching their eggs 
and their mode of expressing their dis- 
like is by kicking—not backward but 
forward. The owner told us that the 
only way to express the force was to 
compare ittothe kick ofa mule. As 
none of our party were ever kicked by a 
mule and don’t want to be we are not 
likely to know the force of the compari- 
son. They haye three plucking of 
feathers per year. One bak just taken 
place in part and we saw large bunches 
of feathers ready for market. 


On. the following Monda 
the coast at a place called *' Anaheim 
Landing "—a spot used many years ago, 
before the days of rnilways, for landing 
small vessels, loaded with goods, but 
long since abandoned for. any purpose 
except for surf bathing during the sum- 
mer months, This — is said to 
be 15 miles from Fallerton but seemed 
tome more like twenty. The lands in 
the immediate vicinity are of no use ex- 
cept for sheep pasturing of which we 
saw several large flocks of hundreds on 
our way. each in charge of a shepherd 
and dogs, Sheep raising here at one 
time was yery profitable but since the 
duty was taken off foreign wool the 
price has dropped to as low as 8 cts, per 
pound which is ruinous to the owners 
but this is to be remedied by the present 
Congress, now sitting at Washington, 
re-enacting the duties. 


As this was our first experience in 
visiting the Pacific Coast it was very 
interesting. The beach stretched away 
for miles—a fine hard sand-and the 
long swells came up from the deep 
water and vented their force with a 
“swish” on the sandy shore, and as 
they receded they left a smooth beach 
for a considerable distance as firm as a 
floor. Along this carriages drive for 
miles. Itis said to be a great place of 
resort in summer and especially on 
Sundays for the Germans who reside in 
large numbers at Anaheim, which was 
oviginally a German colony. For the 
time being Lager beer is King. Mra, 
Wood and myself returned, for a time, 
to the habits of younger days and gath- 
ered shells that were washed upon ‘the 
beach, following the swells as they went 
outand returning in haste ar they came 
in (not always too soon) very much to 
the amusement of our friends. 

About 25 miles ontis the island of 
San Catalene, a great place of summer 
resort, for those who can afford it from 
the cities of Southern California. It is 
said to be delightfully cool with fine 
bathing privileges. On our way home 
the ladies of our party found, very much 
to their discomfiture, that while ** Old 
Ocean ” had sought to agen them by 
his quiet greetings in the murmurs of 
his waves, he had not forgotten to fan 
them with his breezes that left impres- 
sion on their complexions that promised 


we visited 


qj to remind them of his attentions for 


daystocome. Our friends,anxious that 
we should see all the varieties of 
Southern Californian products,drove us 
back by a different route alae us 
along sections of country unsuited for 
fruit growing and which were devoted 
to raising grain and vegetables of 
various kinds. This was in the month 
of January. In some cases grain had 
been sown and was up, in others they 
were busy plowing and sowing. All 
along the road we saw fields of cab- 
bages and beets ready for market, peas 
ready to pick and fields of Alfalfa grass 
ready to cut and which will be cut 
again and again until. the yield, per 
annum, would be 10 or 12 tons to the 
acre. At a little distance we saw a 
Chedse and Butter Dairy, the only one 
in this section. There are seyeral 
hundreds—I don’t know but thousands 
—of acres attached to.it used for pas- 
turage of the cows owned by the 
Company. I did not see any of their 
batter but I have tasted their cheese, 
pretty extensively used at the public 
houses in this part of California and} 
advertised in grocers’ windows but it is} 
far from equalling the cheese made in 
our section of country in Ontario. 
The people here freely admit this. We 
also passed a reservoir of water filled 
by Artesian wells for irrigating. One 
thing is certain that while sections of 
the country that can't be irrigated have 
a low value,.the sections that can have 
a very high value. here was one} 
thing that especially impressed us. It 
was the school buildings. We passed 
three—two stories, lange grounds, with 
beautiful shade and ornamental trees. 
i The style of architecture instead of be-

ing (what onre too often are) devoid of 
taste.is of the mostattractive kind. Of 
course they have no winters as we 
understand winters and can erect them 
at much less cost. The lumber used is 
called red wood, in character like our 
pine in quality equal in its lasting 
qualities to our cedar. 

I can fancy your readers are wonder- 
ing where the drawbacks came in. as 
some of my friends with whom I have 
corresponded have intimated. There 
are drawbacks and I intend in some 
future commanication to sum them up 
for the benefit of all concerned There 
ar} many drawbacks, but as-with us in 
Ontario they are heavier upon the idle 
and dissolute than on the industrious 
and provident. The very climate with 
its advantages induces a carelesaness 
that ia often destructive to success.’ It 
is a fact here, as elsewhere, that lands. 
vineyerds and orange, lemon and other 
fruit orchards or ranches in a high 
state of cultivation are far safer against 
attacks of climatic evils than those 
that are neglected and allowed to run 
down and as I said before, ** Industry 
and intelligent application of labor is as 
netessary to success here as in Ontario.” 
I defer more of this toa later com- 
munication, 

(in Thursday, the 6th. we drove across 
the country and along the La Hamha 
valley to the town of Whittier. about 
fourteen miles from Fullerton, (named 
after the great American —— t.) 
I said ‘ftown” though they call it « 
city, 4000 would cover all the inhabit- 
ants. It has a “ Friends’ Seminary ”— 
soon to be a College—and is beautifully 
situated, meeting as it does under the 
foothill of the mountains. It ia filled in 
and surrounded with orange and lemon 
orchards, and the streets are lired with 
beautiful ornamental and shade trees. 
But what I mentioned are not the most 
attractive features of the place nor 
caused our visit. The most interesting 
feature is that here is the State Reforra- 
atory for boys and girls. who have re- 
membered the commandmenta only to 
break some of them and brought them- 
selves within the clutches of the law. 
It is not at the first thought a pleasant 
thing to witness the effects of vice and 
sin on any one let alone on children, 

t» when it is to visit an institution 
where the object is to save from the 
consequences of vice and sin it becomes 
desirable to learn all that can be obtain- 
ed in that direction. We reached there 
about 11 o'clock and were told by the 
janitor that we would have to call about 
1 o'clock, but when we entered our 
names and he found we were from Cana- 
da (not the worst introduction here) he 
asked us to wait until he communicated 
with the Superintendent, who came at 
once, insisting on our lunching with 
his family. and taking charge of us 
made it one of the pleasantest days, and 
1 trust most proftable. that we have 
had since leaving Canada. I may sa 
here we did not get away until towards 
Phares finishing our trip home some 
time after dark. This institution has 
two large buildings some distance apart 
ona farm or ranch of 180 acres,-——one for 
the boys and the other for girls, With 
these buildings are various out-build- 
ings for trades of various kinds. In the 
main buildings are the school fooms, 

ining rooms, dormitories, gymnasims, 
libraries, chapels, offices, and the resi- 
dence of the Superintendent and assist- 
The Superintendent's name is J. 

. Caffin; Assistant Supt., Dr. Caffin. 
The Superintendent is a man about 85 
years of age, but maturein his know- 
edge of the class of reforms introduced 
here. Our Reformatory at Pene- 
tanguishene, in Ontario, for boys has a 
high wall around it and guards to watch 
the inmates. Here there are no walls, 
nor guards in the sense we have them. 
The number ‘‘ committed to the care ” of 
this institution--not sentenced—are 490 
(60 girls, 480 boys.) They are over 8 
years and under 21 years, ‘hey are the 
same class we send to our Reformatory 
and are here as the Supt. said, ** More 
from the fault of their parents than their 
own,” the same as with us. And vet 
these boys till the farm, cultivate the 
flowers and lawns that surround the in- 
stitution with only ‘an invisible wal?” 
as one of the boys said to keep them 
there. It was stated to me by a Reyd. 
gentleman from this city that the 
Divorce Courts of the United States had 
been the means of contributing many 
cases to this institution. He also told 
me with pardonable pride that there was 
oné State that had never granted a 
divorce and in her new Constitution, 
lately submitted to the people and - 
ed, had put in an amendment forbidding 
granting divorces for any cause. This 
was North Carolina. Whatever the 
causes thongh saddening to see them 
here—yet it was most gratifying to note 
the humane and Christian means taken 
for their reform—they are committed 
until they are 2i years old. Good be 
haviour counts not only on shortenin 
this term, but giyes the power a 
opportunity to the Board of Commis- 
sioners by the advice of the Supt. to let 
them out *‘ on parole ” (after any period 
of time) thought for the best interests 
of the child. Remarkable cases were 
given of the results. A short time before 
we were there the female teacher of the 
oldest class of boys took 60 of them on 
her own responsibility (by consent of 
Sapt.) without any assistants or guards 
ap into the south foothills and in a 
canyon had a pic-nic. She put them on 
their honor and each one, is said, vied 
with the other to shox. the woman who 
had trusted them, that it was not mis- 

slaced. 1 visited her room, saw the 

ys, and had the honor of an intro- 
duction. From my heart I reverenced 
her. There was nothing extraordinary 
in her personality except a firm mouth, 
a loving face, and a soft voice. IT was 
asked to speak’a few words to them, a 
difficult thing todo. She thanked me 
for *‘ the kind words to my boys,” with 
anemphasis on the word"! my.” [hope 
tohaye an opportunity after reaching 
home to say something further on this

Why The Cream Will Not Churn. 


| Asl have received a narsber of letters 
frown differen: parts of the country, ack 
ing for information how to churn bream, 
that many are finding mo diffien!It to 
churn in fall and winter, I thought it 
(would not be out of fiaece to give your 


Teaders the benefit of my experience. 


and offer sane suggestions that would 
benefit thow who will follow the «us- 
festions given of the Ontario Agri- 
“OQ laral Cotlogs, Dhowe hu ade em 
im all conditions and degrees of ripe- 
nese; and have never had any diffiealty 
when the temperature was right. Some 
of the cansea w hy cream will not churn 
are as follows: 

ist. Ninety-five times out of 100 the 
temperature ia too low, There is no 
\temperature that will suit all kinds of 
| cream, neither will all kinds of cream 
‘churn at the same temperature. 
| In # dozen different dairies, as many 


‘different temperatures may be requir- 
ed to churn the cream of each dairy in 
thirty to forty-five minutes when all 


other conditions are the same. We were 
compelled to churn at 47 to 50 degrees 
ig the early part of last summer to get 
|® good, firm body in our butter. But 
at the same time churning was done 
in many good dairies at G2 to 66 dagrees, | 
| €t¥ing equally as good butter, and with | 
| @8 good texture as oure. These are ex- 
treme temperatures for the season, a@ 
(the usual churning temperature is 
'about 58 degrees in the summer months. 
‘I might say the only reason we have 
for our cream churning at such low 
temperature ix that we have a = goed 
number ef cowa added to the herd in 
ithe spring, their cream being much | 
jeasier to churn than any we have ever | 
churned before. Our churning tem-| 
perature is about 60 degrees at time of} 
writing, while some are forced to churn 
at 68 to 70 fees; => that no one tem- 
perature will suit all kinds of cream. 
rule and guide to find the proper 

churning temperature is to note the 
‘time taken to churn. If it takes over 
| forty-five minutes, we churn at a high-

Filla cold churn half full 
and over. Sth. Pour in an abundance 
of cold water at first appearance of 
butter; then the patience of any good 
man or woman will be sorely tried to 
get the butter. 

How to Avoid Trouble.._lst. Skim the 
milk carefully, having as little «kim 
milk in the cream. as possib.s, 2nd, 
Make intelligent use of @ thermecmeter 
in tempering the e«ream for ripening 
and churning. Srd. See that the cream 
is at the proper temperature before 
peurtng into the churn. 4th. Fill the 
churn onty one-third full. 5th. Speed 
the rovolving or barrel churns 70 or 
80 revolutions per minute. 6th. When 
the butter is. about half gathered, add 
10 to 24 per cent. of water about 5 de- 
deed colder than the cream, but at a 
ower temperature in hot weather, or 
when the butter is coming too fast; 
then continue the churning until the 
granules are as large as wheat, 

If these directions are carefully fol- 
lowed and butter can't be got, raise the 
temperature; if the: temperature won't 
do it, then search for that cow men!

The average annual importation of 
horses into Great Britain amounts to 
20,000 and till very recently the supply 
came from the continent of Europe. 
But since 1890 the United States and 
Canada: have captured a considerable 
percentage of the business. In 1894 the 


former country exported to England 
4733 horses, while Canada’s quota 
amounted to 5000. A London firm of 
horse dealers advise that from January 
to May is the best time to put horses 
on the English market. “ Sizable car- 
riage borses, 15.2 to 16 hands high, 
guitable for private buyers and our 
Londen job masters, realize from $200 
to $500, according to size and quality. 
The stronger class here, used In our 
omnibuses, trams and van work, fetch 
from $150 to $250.

Mrs. Byers awakened her daugh- 
ter, and alter grabbing some bedclothes 
told her to follow her, and started for 
the door. After herself getting out she 
was ified to find her daughter was 
not beside her. The fire, however, in 
this moment of time had so far adyanc- 
ed as to preclude an entrance to the 
burning building, and with all! the 
terror of a lovi mother Mrs. Byers 
ran to the window of the room she 
connpled. and breaking it in called for 
her little one. . After repeated calla the 
blood-curdling wail came back. *‘ Ma! 
ma! I can't get out!” and with that 
the roof fell in, carrying with it the 
second floor, shutting out all possibility 
of rescuing the little girl. 

Mr. Harris, after running about half 
a mile to awaken -Mr. John Winters, 
the nearest neighbor, fell exhausted, 
and on eXamination it was found that 
his injuries were terrible. His face, 
head and hands were fearfully burned.

Dressing for Fish Salad.—One cup of 
vinegar, one tablespoon of butter, one- 
half teaspoon of salt, one-half teaspoon 
of pepper, and of mustard, yolks of

Pine Beef Jelly.—An excellent food for 
invalids and convalescents, — Put a 
pound of lean beef, cut fine, into a por- 
celain-lined stew-pan, with a pint of 
cold water. Let it stapd half an hour 
and then put it on the steve, where it 
will heat sytualiy. While boiling hot 
skim carefully, put it where it will 
Simmer gently for half an hour. When 
this is cooking, put a third of a box of 
gelatine in two tabl fuls of cold 
water. Salt the broth to taste and 
strain, boiling hot, over the gelatine. 
Stir till dissolved. Strain into cups or 
molds. Set away to cool. 

Scrapple is a Quaker dish, and is a 
most appetizing hot supper viand. Stew 
2 Ibs fresh pork until thoroughly done, 
using enough water eo there will be at 
least a quart of liquor when the meat 
is taken up. Remove the bones and 
chop the meat, then put it back in the 
kettle. Season, adding sage, summer 
savory, and onion if desired. Then sift 
in cern meal, boiling slowly and stir- 
ring as if for mush.

In another country game a chicken is 
buried alive in the ground to th» neck, 
its head alone being visible.
